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ANALYSIS OF BELLADONNA PLASTERS. 

BY J. P. BATTERSHALL, PH.D. 

(Analytical Chemist.) 

Equal lengths and widths of Belladonna Plasters were taken. The 
Plasters were first treated with a solvent in order to remove the rubber. 
The liquid was then agitated with distilled water ; the aqueous solution 
was then separated from the solid precipitates ; these were slightly evap- 
orated with additions of dilute sulphuric acid, and the separated matter 
removed by filtration. 

The solution was next carefully evaporated to dryness over a steam 
bath, until its weight remained constant. The difference in weights was 
about 

3 to 2 in favor of Seabury & Johnson's Plaster. 

On treating the solid extract with water separating the coloring 
matter, and adding a solution of Mercuric Chloride in presence of an 
excess of Iodide of Potassium the S. & J. solution gave a larger amount 
of* precipitate. 

A SECOND TEST 

based upon the coloring power of the extract obtained as above, was 
also employed. A solution of the Pharmacopoeia Alcoholic Extract of 
Belladonna of known strength, was taken as a standard with which to 
compare the solid extract taken from all the plasters analyzed. The 
liquid prepared from Seabury & Johnson's Plaster, possessed a much 
greater coloring power than that found in Dr. Grosvenor's ; conclusively 
proving the correctness of the direct analysis, and showing the same differ- 
ence in strength, in favor of Seabury &.

HOW TO APPLY 

INDIA RUBBER POROUS AND SPREAD PLASTERS. 



CAUTION. 

The part to which a Plaster is about to be applied should be clean 
and dry. Do not remove the printed cloth on the back of the Plaster, 
as that prevents the linen from being soiled. 

How to Make Them Adhere. 

First remove the cloth on the face of the Plaster by pulling it 
from the surface. Having applied the Plaster, press it to the part until 
it conforms perfectly to the skin. Should the Plaster, after having 
applied it, fail to adhere strongly, heat it gently until adhesive. 

Note Well. 

Should the cloth on the adhesive side of the Plaster adhere too 
strongly damp it, and allow it to remain moist a few seconds ; it can 
then be easily removed. Wipe it dry with a piece of cotton cloth and 
apply in the manner as previously directed. 

TO TAKE OFF THE PLASTER. 

Loosen one end, take firm hold, and pull it quickly ; do not attempt 
to remove it by inches. 

A Plaster should be worn just long enough to have the desired 
effect, and no longer.

WATERPROOF PAPER. 

Anew preparation to take the place of Oil Silk and similar articles.

"Some years since I introduced into St. Mary's Hospital the use of 
waxed paper as a substitute for oiled silk. We have made it in the hospi- 
tal ever since, and it has served its purpose in part. It is certainly a 
very cheap substitute, but tears readily, cracks when folded, absorbs the 
moisture of the dressings or discharges, is not, therefore, waterproof, 
and is too thick and clumsy. In the antiseptic dressings, of course it is 
valueless. I have tried a number of other papers, prepared with paraf- 
fine, varnish, etc., but they have all been unsatisfactory — the paraffine 
paper being, however, the best of all. The successful combinations of 
rubber with various substances in plasters lately suggested to me the 
combination of rubber and paraffine for paper dressings. Accordingly I 
wrote to Messrs. Seabury & Johnson, of New York, and requested them 
to prepare some samples of such paper for me to try. They promptly 
did so, and I now submit the results. If further practical use of the 
"waterproof paper" confirm the advantages shown by my experiments 
and trials thus far, I think we have now a very cheap and very efficient, 
and in some respects a superior substitute for oiled silk ; especially is 
this so for hospital use, where economy is of so much importance and 
the cost of oiled silk so great. 

Waterproof paper. After 72 hours not a drop had passed through. 
To test it still more thoroughly, I took a piece of the paper, crushed it 
up in a ball, unrolled the creased and apparently cracked paper, repeated 
this crushing four times, and tested it as before. It was just as satisfac- 
tory. The rubber preserved the integrity of the paper at the creases, 
and not a drop filtered through during a test of 48 hours. While floating 
on water at 153 0 (see below) a piece of the paper was quickly taken out 
and folded into a funnel, with marked creases, and filled with hot water 
(153 0 ). None had filtered through after a six hours' test. 

It will be noticed that it is not only waterproof, but does not absorb 
any fluid. The advantages from non-absorption of discharges, whether 
sweet or foul, need only be stated. 

To test its permeability as to air, I placed a sheet of the paper close 
before a candle, and directed a strong current of air against the paper 
by the mouth, by a syringe, and by a Politzer air bag. When the effect 
of currents from the air which escaped around the edges of the paper 
was obviated, the candle flame was not affected. The same result was 
obtained after alternately crushing the paper and unrolling it three times, 
showing that no appreciable mechanical break had occurred. 

Briefly stated, then, the advantages of the water-proof paper sug- 
gested by me, and worked out by Seabury & Johnson of New York, is : 
is impermeable to water for 72 hours at the least, even after being repeatedly 
creased and cru7npled. It is impermeable to air under similar conditions. It does 
not absorb water or discharges. It may be used with the hottest dressings that can 
be borne. It is flexible and yet strong enough for all ordinary wear, especially as 
it will be used only once. Its cost is many times less than that of other similar 
dressings, and it is also prepared with Boracic Acid for the antiseptic dressings." 

The paper prepared under the above trade mark, " Mead's Surgical Dressing 
Paper," is identical with that suggested by Dr. W. W. Keen, which forms the basis 
of his publication.
